This is a response to the Applicants 5 amendment submitted on July 12 , 2004. In virtue 
of this amendment, claim 3 is canceled; and thus, claims 1-2 and 4-10 are now presented in the 
instant application. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

• A direct view type display apparatus comprising a plurality of drive circuits equal in 
number to the plurality of individual display elements and provided in 
correspondence to the plurality of display elements, each of the plurality of drive 
circuits being mounted respectively on a plurality of circuit substrates equal in 
number to the plurality of individual display elements, the plurality of drive circuits 
supplying signals to the plurality of signal electrodes and scanning electrodes of the 
plurality display elements, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as 
called for in independent claim 1 (claims 2 and 5-9 are allowed since they are 
dependent on claim 1); and 

• A direct view type display apparatus wherein each of the plurality of circuit substrates 
has through-holes bored at positions opposing at least some of the plurality of signal 
electrodes and the plurality of scanning electrodes, and wherein the through-holes are 
covered by an electrically conductive material, in combination with the remaining
